Harding Suggests It to 
House Leaders. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Republican leaders of the house 
were the guests of the President at 
dinner tonight to discuss the status of 
important legislation in congress and 
effect an agreement, if possible, as to| 
what bilis should be passed before 
congress could _— take a recess in 
August. 

In} the tonight divergent 
views were expressed. Some members 
thought that the tariff or the tax bill 
should be enacted into law before con- 
gress took a recess. | 

Urges Revenue Measure. 

The President told them that if such 
a course were followed there could be 
no recess. He expressed the view that 
the effect on business would be quite 
as good if the house should pass a rev- 
enue measure and present it to the 
sénate as if congress should remain 
in session ,and slowly complete tax 
revision.

Trust company embezzlement 
were revealed last night. 

The disclosures concern a_ secret 
night visit made to the bank by the 
fugitive banker, another man, and two 
women on Sunday, July 17. Until yes: 
terday it had been believed Spurgin 
fled from Chicago on July 15. 

Other developments had to do with 
the identity of women alleged to have 
been associated with Spurgin in his 
frequent tours of Chicago cabarets and 
with a statement indicating depositors 
of the looted bank may recover as 
much as 65 cents on the dollar. The 
girl who has been described as “a 


port, who maintains herself in lux- 
ury,” was identified as Miss Helen oad 
Roy, 21 years old, now believed to be. 
with the fugitive Spurgin. . 
Bares Secret Bank Visit. 


Assistant State’s Attorney James A. 


McShane made the discovery of Spur- 
| gin’s secret visit to the bank. 


“A responsible witness,” he said, 
“will swear he saw Spurgin, another 
man, and two women drive up to the 
bank on the Sunday night before the 
crash’ tame. It was about 9 o’clock. 
They were in a high priced car, the 
ownership of which we have been able 
to trace. 

“ Both men went into the bank, leav- 
ing the women in th? automobile. The 
men remained in the bank about three- 
quarters of an hour. There is some 
evidence indicating what they were 
doing, but this is one of the taings I 
can’t discuss now. 

“The last positive trace we have of 
Spurgin is when he and his* compan- 
ions drove away from the bank that 
night. We attach great importance to 
this development. It may mean that a 
man we had not suspected will be ac- 
‘cused as equally responsible with Spur- 
gin for the fund shortage.” ~* 


Sets Loss at Million. 

The information as to the depositors’ 
prospects came through Clarence Beu- 
tel, cashier of the Michigan Avenue 
Trust company. He said the total loss, 
at first estimated at $1,500,000, prob- 
ably would not exceed $1,000,000. While 
refusing to commit himself Mr. Beutel 
20) | intimated the depositors might expect 
to retrieve 65 cents on the dollar. 

The identity of “ the blonde” was 
established through Alfred Meyer, a 
chauffeur living at 3218 Dickens aye- 
nue. Meyer three years ago taught 
Miss Le Roy to drive an automobile. 

“‘ At that time,” said Meyer, “I was 
employed at the Marion Hanley com- 
pany auto shop, 2329 Michigan avenue. 
I was sent to Miss Le Roy’s apartment 
at 63d street and Michigan avenue. 
She had a new $1,800 car. I instructed 
her in driving. 

Girl Fleeing with Spurgin? 
“Even after she could do so her- 
self I often drove the car. Sometimes 
there was a man with her. I am sure 
he was Spurgin. Helen lived in the 
apartment with an elderly woman she 
said was,her aunt. She spent money 
like water She frequently gave me 
$10 for nothing at all. 

“J did not see Miss Le Roy for 
about two years. Then one afternoon 
several months ago I met her. She 
was driving a new car and looked 
more prosperous than ever.” 

Information in possession of - the 
state’s attorney indicates Spurgin’'s 
friendship with Miss Le Roy continued 
at least up to the time he left Chicago, 
but that she recently assumed another 
name.

Gets News in Death Cell. 

Wanderer was in the death cell when 
the news came. He smiled. 

“I guess my wife will have to walt 
a while before she sees me,” he said. 

“If Wanderer is sane he should be 
hanged,” the American Legion com- 
mander said. “If he is insane he 
should be locked up for life. Informa- 
tion has reached me which créates a 
doubt in my mind as to ‘his sanity.” 

This information came from Dr. 
James Whitney Hall, alienist, wi ex- 
amined Wanderer some time ago. Dr. 
Hall is so firmly convinced that. the 
‘horrors of war” have deranged 
Wanderer’s mind that he appealed to 
the American Legion and to the gov- 
ernor in the prisoner’s behalf. 


Calls Victim a Gunman. 


Attorney ‘ Bartholomew, it is said, 
asserts the “ ragged stranger ” killed by 
Wanderer was a notorious gunman 
and that his identity can be proved. 

McCauley admitted he had talked to 
Dr. Hall and others—Dr, Harold N. 
Moyer, Dr. W. J. Hickson, Dr. Florence 
N. Fowler, Dr. E. B. Russell, and Dr. 
Alexander Hershfield. 

In a letter to Gov, Small asking the 
reprieve, Commander McCauley said: 

“I feel that if sufficient time is 
granted for you to appoint a commis- 
sion to make a thorough examination 
as to his sanity no great harm can 
come to the people of the state of IIli- 
nois. Every safeguard ‘possible should 
be thrown around a man where the 
question of sanity is raised.” 

Will Fight Commutation. — 

Ernest 8S. Hodges, acting first as- 
sistant sta‘e’s attorney, announced last 
night that the prosecutor’s office would

In spite of the denial of R. Leslie 
Craigie, first secretary of the embassy, 
that a.dinner had been arranged or 
that any entertainment had been 
planned for Lord Northcliffe, or that 
the embassy had even known that he 
was in town, it is known that invita- 
tions were issued two weeks ago and 
canceled by the embassy day before 
yesterday, an attaché of the embassy 
expressing the regrets of the ambassa- 
dor, Sir Anckland Geddes, and explain- 
ing that it had beet found impossible 
to give the dinner tonight, and that 
all invitations were therefore being 
recalled, 


it is generally understood that Lord 
Northcliffe is being disciplined and the 


‘support of his government withdrawn 


from him in consequence of his edito- 
rial censure of the prime minister and 
the foreign secretary. — 

It is said that the British ambassa- 
dor was instructed not only not to en- 
tertain Lord Northcliffe, but not to ac- 
company him to the White House, pre- 
sent him to the President, or counte- 
nance him in any way during his stay 
in Washington. 


A statement issued by Lord North- 
cliffe follows: 

* Lord Northcliffe tonight authorized 
the statement that he had been in- 
vited while in Washington to stop at 
the British embassy, with his entire 
staff, and to attend a dinner there to- 
night. For some reason of which he 
is not aware both were 
withdrawn. 

“ Knowing the methods in. India of 
Lord Curzon, the British foreign sec- 
retary, Lord Northcliffe is pretty cer- 
tain t Lord Curzon has adopted 
those methods here. In India, while 
viceroy, he cut off the news supply of 
newspapers that criticized him and 
placed a social embargo on their writ- 
ers. On the presént occasion, Lord 
Northeliffe says, Lord Curzon is not 
dealing with Indian natives or the 
owners of small Indian newspapers. 

“ Lord Northcliffe regrets he cannot 
visit with his friend, Sir Auckland 
Geddes, to whom he paid his respects 
today, after being with President Har- 
ding at the White House, but is con- 
soled concerning his cancelled embassy 
dinner by the fact that he will meet 
tomorrow night, at a dinner given By 
Mrs. Edward B. McLean, all the people 
‘who were originally invited to the em- 
bassy dinner.” 


His Call on 

Lord Northcliffe having been ad- 
vised that the President woilld be 
glad to receive him and having numer- 
ous personal invitations, has been 
busy every moment since his ar- 
rival this morning. After breakfast- 
ing at his hotel with H. Wickham 
Steed, editor of the London Times, he 
called by appointment at the White 
House and broke all records by spend- 
ing more than an hour with President 
Harding.

thusiasm as one editor to another, 
showed him a copy of the Marion Star, 
and talked eagerly and with interest 
of the newspaper business and other 
matters, as Lord Northcliffe afterward 
admi though refusing to go into 
To Meet Harding’s Aids. ;

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 
‘BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
‘The Avacado or Alligator Pear. 


From mid July to late October is the 
alligator pear season, although this 
fruit is to be had a large part of the 
year at out of season prices. And it 
is at such prices that it makes its first 
summer entrance into the markets, al- 
though those who watch for its pres- 
ence in the markets may find that 
in some places twice as much is 
charged at one place as at another. 
The reason for this is perhaps that so 
many are sold in one store while it is 
still in the introductory stage among 
the patrons of the other stores. 

In one place this year I got a fine 
large avacado for less than 10 cents 
more than I would have paid for a large 
head of lettuce that day, and certainly 
for novelty as well as for some other 
qualities, the avacado outranked the 
lettuce many times over. It is real 
food, and | not without reason is it 
called butter, and used as such by the 
colored people of the tropics and by 
sailors on the ships that \sail in the 
regions where it is abundant. It con- 
tains a large per cent of vegetable 
fat, comparable to the olive in that 
respect. 

One large avacado is enough for four 
salad portions of good size with a let- 
tuce base. One way to extend it is to 
use cucumber, the little sweet home 
grown: ones which have come in s0 
early this season being excellent with 


it; the honey dew melon is equally 


good—all from the ice box. It is pre- 
sumed in each of these cases that it is 
served with a French dressing. When 
it is served with fruit either a cooked 
dressing or a mayonnaise is best, and 
these should be much thinned with 
whipped cream. An authority on this 
fruit thinks that no oil or fat should 
be used with the avacado because it is 
so fat—only the — ingredients of a 
French dressing.

BLOSSOM-END ROT DEALS BLOW 
IN HOT WEATHER. 

Plant breeders have failed to find 
any variety of tomatoes that is, wholly 
immune to blossom-end rot, and every 
tomato grower may expect his vines 
to be affected by this disease this sum- 
mer. In many sections of the middle 
west growers have been troubled with 
blossom-end rot during the last few 
weeks. 

Blossom-end rot may be expected in 
dry seasons in any garden that is not 
properly watered and cared for. It is 


not spread from one patch to another. 


| The disease is closely associated with 
decided variations of the moisture con- 
_ tent of the soil. It is a well estab 
j Bates fact that blossom-end rot is 
likely to appear in hot weather when 
lit is extremely dry or in muggy, wet 
‘weather. A dry, black rot appears at 
the blossom end. Occasionally the 
blossom and the foliage around it is 
covered with a black mold. Later the 
disease causes further trouble when 
the green or partly ripened fruit ts 
frequently disfigured. 
Much of the trouble due to this dis- 
ease is avoided by using varieties that 
are more or less resistent, but at this 
time in the season, when the plants 
are loaded with blossoms and fruit, 
some other preventive must be used. 


In fields that are irrigated or sup. 
plied with a constant and uniform 
amount of water, growers have little 
trouble. Plants are particularly sus. 
céptible to blossom-end rot this sea- 
son because conditions are favorable 
for the development of other diseasag 
that weaken them, and for this reason 
Pordeaux mixture should be applied. 
In addition to keeping the soli 
around the plants watered thoroughly 
and regularly a mulch of clean straw 
or grass clippings should be scattered 
along the row. This furnishes a shade 
and holds the moisture in the soil;
